HIS MAFESTIES OFFER OF PARDON TO 
J the Rebells now mm To againſt Hin... %N 


HEREAS an Acuall and openRebgllion.is raiſed; and leyerall Armics rlarthing againſt Us 
'under the Command and Condudt of Robert Earl of Eſſex and other perſons un 4 Com- 
miſsions and Authority, who falſely pretend that whar they do, is by vertue of Our Autho- 
rity, and for Our ſervice, and ſo ſeduce many of Our good Subjeets from their dutie and alle- 
iance, into this horrid and odious Rebellion againſt Us; We do therefore declare the ſaid 
obert Earl of Eſſex and all ſuch who by any Commiſsion under him have levied or do 
command agy Souldiers, to be guilty of High Trealon, and that this Rebellion is raiſed to take away Our life 
from Us, to deſtroy Our Poſterity, to change the bleſſed Proteſtant Religion eſtabliſhed by the Laws of the 
Land, to ſupplant the Law ofthe Kingdome, and to take away the Liberty of the Subject, and to ſubje&t both 
to an unlimited Arbitrary Power. And We do therefore will and command all our loving Subjects upon their 
Allegiance, and their Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacie, that they apprehend the ſaid Earl of Eſſex, and all 
ſuch who by vertue of any Commuliion under him have levied or do now command any Souldiers in any 
places of this Kingdome, as guilty of High Treaſon. And to any common Souldiers ſo raiſed, We do grant 
Our free and generall pardon, as to perſons ſeduced by the cunning and falſhood of the Authors of this Rebel. 
hon, if ſuch Souldiers ſhall disband within ſix dayes after the publiſhing of this Our Proclamation , ſo they, 
commit no Hoſtile Ac in the mean while againſt Us. And it ſuch Souldier or Souldiers ſhall within that 
time apprehend and bring before Us, or any officers of Our Army, the bodies of any of the Commanders or 
Officers now in Rebellion againſt Us, he and they belides their Pardons ſhall receive ſuch liberall rewards by 
Penſions, or otherwiſe, as their ſeverall ſervice in reſpect of the qualities of the Perſons ſo apprehended ſhall 
deſerve. And if any Commander or Officer of any of the Armies now in Rebellion againſt Us, ſhall within 
foure dayes after this Our Proclamation publifhed, being convinced in his conſcience of his damnable offence 


againſt Godand Us in alciſting this odious Rebellion, return to his Allegiance and repair to Our Army, and - 


commit no hoſtile Ac in the mean while againſt Us, We ſhall not onely pardon him, bur ſo farre imploy him 
as his quality and demeanour ſhall deſerve ; Except all ſuch perſons whom We have before excepted in Our 
Declaration of the twelfth of the laſt Auguſt. And We do hereby require all Our loving Subjects of what de- 
gree or quality ſoever upon their Allegiance, and as they tender the cauſe of God ( the Proteſtant Religion be- 
ing invaded, and threatned to be rooted up by Anabapriſts, Brownifts, and Arheiſts) of Us and Our Poſterity, 
( Our life being ſought after by this Rebellion) and of 'Themſelyes ( the Law and Libertie of the Subject be- 
ing in apparent hazard to be ſubjected to an Arbitrary Lawleſle power of a rout of ſchiſmaticall, faftious,and 
ambitious Perſons) to aſ5iſt Us in Perſon, or with the loan of Money, Plate, and Horſes in this Our great ne- 


celsity. 


And We do further declare to all Our loving Subjects, that as We haye and ſhall take all 5 206 = care to | 


revent the ſufferings of Our good people by the Souldiers of Our Army, ſo what ever preſſures ſhall+una- 
- yoidably fall upon them by reafon pt the violence offered untof Us in'ſcilfng! and detaining Our own Money 
' and Revenue from Us,We do promiſe in the word of a King to ſatisfie them for the ſame fo ſoon as God ſhall 
enable Us. And the better to encourage Our good Subjects to aid and alsiſt Us in this Our neceſſary detencc 
to which their duty to God and Us obligeth themyzWe do declare, 'T hat whoſoever ſhall leole his lite in this 
Service, the Wardſhip of his Heir ſhall be grantedby Us withour Rent or Fine to his own ule: And We 
ſhall hold Our Self obliged to take all polsible care for the Support, Relief, and Protection of all their Wives 
and Children, who ſhall have the hard fortune to die in this Service.
